Whether M. Edouard Daladier 
will be the leader of a coalition 


or national party destined to 
guide France through a critical 
year or whether he is yet 
another Prime Minister paving 
the way for a coalition under M. 
Herriot, to whom the fingers of 
the prophets have been long 
pointing remains to be seen, M. 
Chautemps met with unexpected 








misfortune in that, having 
achieved unexpected’ suece: 
his administration was sud- 


denly confronted by apparently 
extraneous disasters which 
weakened its authority and 
brought about its downfall. 
Yet the malaise which was the 
most formidable enemy to M.

When the Soviet Government is 
compelled to assert its peace 
fulness in pursuit of the prole- 
tarian paradise, it might not be 
impertinent to suggest that M. 
Vorshilov's choice of argument 
and Ianguage could have been 
more happily made. His em- 
phasis on the series of non- 
aggression pacts concluded with 
other nations by the Soviet 
Government was discounted by 
his apparently truculent readi- 
ness to accept the inevitability 
of the war with Japan. Even if 
it be conceded ‘that he was 
speaking mainly for domestic 
consumption, it is difficult to 
perceive the wisdom of flattering 
the warmongers. The proper 
maintenance of a country’s de- 
fences is not inconsistent with 
adoption of a reasonable friend- 
Viness to other nations. Nor will 
M. Voroshilov be successful in 
deluding the rest of the world 
with the thought that, in the 
event of his dire foreboding: 
being fulfilled, the Soviet’s pro- 
fessed solicitude for the welfare 
of the working-classes in Japan 








or elsewhere will make any 
effective impression outside 
Russia, 


Whatever may be the demerits 
of war, it does not seem to en- 
‘courage that class-consefousnes: 
‘on which Soviet polity is sup- 
posed to rely. It is true that at 
the present time the efforts of 
various Governments to  per- 
severe in the salvage of the 
world’s imperfect machinery 
for peace-making are  strong- 
supported by the people 
large. If those efforts 
should fail and the disaster of 
another world-war come to pa 
national cohesion will at once 
be strengthened out of a mere 
sense of self-preservation. 
significant that M. Voroshilov 
has, in essence, to appeal to that 
spirit in commending his activi- 
ties for popular approval. As 
the world gazes upon this 
gradual acceptance of the 
theory of a coming conflagration 
in the Far East, the observer 
becomes impatiently restive. Can 
it be thought, for one moment, 
that such an upheaval will bene- 
fit any country concerned— 
whether within the area of con- 
flict or without, whether active 
combstant or suffering neutral? 
Rugsia and Japan have their own 
problems and perhaps their 
special difficulties. ‘They may 
feel—not without justification— 
that the rest of the world has 
been negligent in its assessment 
of their particular preoceupa- 
tions. They naturally would 
prefer to settle their differences 
without the intervention of third 
parties. Yet are they prepared 
meekly to acquiesce in the 
development of a storm-cloud for 
their common destruction, with- 
out making a real effort to 
dissipate it before it is too Inte? 
‘They may be quite unconcerned 
over the possible repercussions 
of their conflict on other nations, 
Gan they be so complacent over 
its probable effect on their own 
‘economic and political existence? 
Putting the problem in another 
way: would not both of them
